THE LIrFe OF THE Mosquiro——The 
reader has probably many a time this 
sumnier exercised a little strategy with 
the tok hk and when itis fairly set~ 
tled, made 9 dexterous flank movement, 
and come down with a slap, and exelaim- 
ed, “I got him that time.” You were all 
wrong; you did not get him at all, but 
you probably succeeded in eyushing her. 
One of the Turkish Sultans believed 
that a female was at the bottom of all 
mischief and when any disturbance took 
place in his dominions his first question 
was “who was she?” “The old brute,” 
you will say; well, he was a brute, and 
the only excuse we can make for him is 
to suppose that, having a taste for en- 
tomology, he hud been studying mos. 
quitoes, and finding that the females alone 
did the mischief, applied his knowledge 
to human affairs. 

Did it ever occur to you, when by a 
well-divected slap you demolish a moss 
quite, that you destyoy a very beautiful, 
and in spite of its bloodd-thirsty propensi- 
ties, interesting object? The male is 
readily distinguished by his plumes. He 
has the negative quality of not annoy- 
ing us, lives but.a short time, and. what 
little food be requires he gets from, flow- 
The female is armed witha formid- 
able probocis, To understand ber his- 
tory, we must go back to the eggs. The 
female lays her eggs upon the water; 
finding a suitable place, she supports 
herself by her two pair of forelegs, and 
crossing the hinder pair like a letter X, 
she deposits the eggs, one after agother, 
in this support made by the legs, putting 
them endwise, skle by side, and sticking 
them firmly together by means of a 
glutinous secretion which coveys them, 
When the mass is complete, it is in the 
shape of a little boat, consisting of from 
one hundred and fifty to three hundred 
and fifty eggs, which is set afloat and 
abandoned to its fate. The httle raft 
floats persistently; it will not sink, nor 
will hard usage break it up, nor freezing 
destroy the vitality of the eggs, In a 
few days the larvse, as the first stage of 
the inseets is called, are hatched, make 
their way out of the under side of the 
egg, and go off in search of food, They 
may be seen in any vessel of rain water 
that has been exposed for some days 
during summer; from their peculiar 


is: 


manner of locomotion they are called 
“wigeglers.” Near the tail is a tube of 


hairs throngh which the wiggler breathes, 
When not disturbed it rest with Its head 
downward, and with this tube at the sur- 
face of the water, but on approach of 
danger it rapidly wiggles itself to the 
bottom of the vessel. After wiggling 
through eight to fifteen of the first days 
of its existence, and casting iis skin two 
or three times, the mosquito goes into 
the pupa state. In this condition it 
swims with its head upward, and, though 
not so lively as before, it moves and tum- 
bles about by means of some paddles at 
the end of its tail. While in the pupa 
state it takes no food, and its breathing 
arrangements are quite reversed, for, in- 
stead of respiring through the tube at 
theend of its tail, it is furnished with 
two tubes at the head, through which 
it takes in air, This state of things lasts 
from five to ten days, when the skin 
bursts and the perfect insect comes forth, 

This is a most critical period in the 
lite of these insects, and they only can 
emerge with safety on a very still, sunny 
day. The skin of the pupa bursts open 
on the back, and the insect first pro- 
trudes its head, then its chest gradually 
follows, and it stands erect in the shell 
with its legs still contined, and its wings 
limp and damp, The slightest breege at 
this time would upset the frail boat, and 
the insect would be drewned, But 
very small proportion of the whole suc- 
ceed in passing this last transformation 
in safety, Sdon the front pair of legs 
are extricated. and placed upon the wat- 
er. ‘This enables the insect to steady 
itself, and much diminishes the danger 
of upsetting, The sun speedily dries 
the Wings, Which are gradually expand, 
ed; then the other legs are drawn out 
ind placed on the edge of the papa case, 
the antenne and proboseis are elevated, 
and the insect is able to quitits watery 
abode and tly off to serenade us with ite 
shrill note, aud to relieve us of our sure 
plus blood, 

Naturalists aye not agreed asto the 
manner in which the mosquito produces 
its peculiar and aaneying sound; it is 
thought by some that the wings alone do 
not cauee it, but that they are aided by 
the rapid vibration of the museels of the 
chest. It is said that the wings vibrate 


fifty times ina second. If the ¢ 
the song of the mosquito is not well wh- 
derstood, sich is not the case with the 
other annoying peculiarity Sie ating. 
Here the ohject is so small that the 
microscope mist be called to out aid. 
When examined by the glass, the sting 
of the mosquito is found to be a very 
beautiful as well as complex instrument. 
The wonderful fineness of its points is 
seen in the ease with which they pene- 
trate our tough skin. The sting itself} 
would cause us but little annoyance, were 
it not that the proboscis gives off an ir- 
titating secretion which inflames the 
slight wound, and in some persons be- 
comea a painful swelling, and even

Our mosquitoes be- 
ong tothe genera Megarhinus and Culex, 
but they do not seem to have been 
thoroughly studied, and there is much 
confusion among naturalists concerning 
them, It is somewhat consoling to know | 
that but a small proportion of the wig- | 
lers ever reach the perfect state. Myr- 
8 are lost in the process of liberating 
iselyes from the pupa state. The| 
stillness of the air, or otherwise, at this | 
patticular season in the life of the mos-| 
quitoe, explains why the insects are so| 
much more abundant in some years than | 
in others. Great numbers are devoured 
by Dragon-flies, which at the South are 
called “inosquito-hawks.” We have seen | 
mosquitoes so plenty near New Orleans, | 
as to darken the wall of a building upon | 
which they were resting during the day 
time, while great numbers of these mos- | 
quito-hawks were flitting about and do- 
vouring them by thousands.—American 
Agriculturist.

(Correspondence of the Journal.) 
Wonvurn, September, 1866. 
After leaving Greylock, our route lay 
in the direction of Northampton, toward 
Which town we turned our steps, and in 
little less than half a day reached the 
Hoosac mountains. This range forms 
one continuous elevated ridge, and is the 
water-shed which divides the valley of 
the Connecticut river from that of the 
| Housatonic, 

For the following two days nothing of 
particular interest occurred, and at the 
end of that time we arrived at Northamp- 
ton. The principal objects of interest in 
| the town are the Round Hill water cure 
establishment, the Florence sewing ma- 

chine manufactory, and the Insane Asy- 
\lum, all of which are probably too well 
known to need any lengthy description 
here. Outside of the town the mountains 
Tom and Holyoke, are the two great ob- 
jects of interest. From here my com- 
panion took the cars for Boston, not 
wishing to go up the mountains, (having 
been there before), while I being more at 
leisure, resolved to see all that was to be 
seen in that vicinity. Accordingly that 
afternoon I started for Mount Tom, 
| which is situated three miles south of the 
|town, The ascent is made by a carriage 
road, extending from the base to within 
a few rods of the summit; being a mile 
in length. Mount Nonotuck is the name 
given to the north east peak,-and is the 
one up which the carriage road extends, 
and to which the ascent is usually made. 
A small hotel is situated on the summit, 
called the Eyrie House, and the visitor is 
charged twenty-five cents for the privi- 
lege of standing on the piazza and ob- 
taining a view of the surrounding coun- 
try, which is rivalled, if not actually ex- 
celled by one which can be obtained from 
the summit of Horn Pond mountain. I 
returned to Northampton that evening. 

The next morning I left Northampton, 
crossed the.river, and proceeded toward 
Mount Holyoke. 
posed of twelve or fifteen peaks, and seen 
from the west resembles a huge saw. 
_ Upon one of the central peaks is situated 
| the Prospect House. A flight of wooden 
stairs extends from the base to the top, 
as the road of the mountain is at this 
point so steep that the ascent could not 
well be made otherwise; but for those 
who desire an easier method, a double 
railroad track is built along by the side 
of the stairs, and the visitor is raised or 
lowered, by means of a stationary engine 
at the top. The view which is here ob- 
tained cannot be surpassed by any in 
New England, and probably not by any 
in America. The Connecticut river 
‘bordered with its broad interval lands, 

runs directly along the western base, and 
| enters the narrow valley between Mount 
Holyoke and Tom, while farthet to the 
west rises the Hoosac mountains, just be- 
hind the town of Northampton. From 
the summit over thirty-eight towns can 
be seen; also mountains in four States, 
the whole forming a scene of unsurpass- 
ed beauty, which well repays the trouble 
and expense of the journey. And when 
we consider that the charges made at the 
hotel, do not average so high as_ those of 
the surrounding country, and that every 
| thing has to be pulled up by steam over 
a precipice six hundred feet high, it cer- 
| tainly is worthy of patronage. 

After stoping a while on the summit I 
went down the mountain, and started for 
Amherst, which I reached that evening 
shortly after dark. The next morning I 
visited the college buildings. The prin- 
cipal attraction here is the museum, 
which is situated in two buildings known 
;as the Woods’ and Appleton Cabinets, 

and contains a large number of geologi-

cal, zoological and botanical specimens, | * : ‘ ;

beside a large collection of fossil foot- 
marks, a collection of Indian utensils, and 
a number of ancient sculptures from 
Ninevah. At every turn some new and 
marvelous beauty meets the eye of the 
visitor, until on leaving you try in vain 
to recollect what particular object is most 
worthy of notice. 

From Amherst travelling eastward in 
| the direction of Barre, the road is quite 
hilly, untilon reaching the latter town, 
the hills begin to grow smaller, and 
finally disappear. In the town of Ouak- 
_bam, and immediately on the edge of 

Barre, is a collection of mineral springs, 
seven in number, whith are extensively 
visited, as are all other springs of a like 
| character, by fashionable invalids, From 
the springs to Princeton is a pleasant 
walk of twelve miles, 
Mount Wachusett. The town of Prince- 
ton is of no importance whatever, and 
| would never be noticed but for the moun- 
tain within its limits,

Beautiful as ma- 
jny of our poetical images are, drawn | 
from the falling leaves, and saddening as | 
the sight is to see them lying around our 
walks, the fall of the leaf does not hee | 
token death, any more than one flower | 
fading in @ cluster is the death of the | 
flower, as it only falls to revive and to | 
make room for another blossom. <A} 
swelling bud will always be found in au- 
tumn above the leaf that is about to fall; | 
and as this bud increases it pushes down 
its predecessor, and causes it to break off 
or to hang by so slight a hold that the 
first breath of wind carries away the 
loosened leaf. That swelling bud will | 
form the stem or branch on which shall 
grow many leaves,in room of the one 
| displaced. So when the piping of the 
} autumn winds, sounding like an organ, 


| through the forest of human life shall 
tear us from our loosening hold to min- 
gle with the dust of earth, another bud 
shall fill our place, and go on to fulfil 
its mission in an enlarged sphere of use- 
fulness. The early fall of the leaf is the 
| surest sign of the health of the tree. 
It is the general impression that the | 
many-hued foliage of autumn is due to 
early frosts. Science says: “were it not 
for the fact that the trees absorb oxygen 
during the night, which, owing to the 
coldness of the weather they are unable | 
to throw off, thus giving an ascidity to! 
the juices of the tree, which changes the 
color of the leaf, they would fall in all 
| their green summer array.”

CHINESE PirATES.—Hong Kong pa- 
pers give a full account of a recent cap- 
ture and burning of twenty-two pirate 
junks by a couple of British gunboats, 
which sailed from Hong Kong, July 12, 
for Hainan Island, and discovered the pi- 
rates inasmallinlet. The place is de- 
scribed as a beautiful spot, covered with 
a luxuriant tropical vegetation, and usu- 
ally affording a safe retreat. The junks 
each mounted about ten large guns, and 
showed fight without hesitation. The 
gunboats advanced to within short range, 
and were occasionally struck, though 
most of the balls from the pirate junks 
passed over them. 

This cannonading went on for about 
two hours, when a new turn was given 
to the course of events by means of a 
landing party from the gunboats. About 
five and forty men were quietly put on 
shore, and under cover of the jungle, 
made their way round to the part of the 
creek at which the pirate vessels were 
lying, without being observed until they 
came close to the junks. From those 
lying close along the shore the pirates 
immediately fled, sculling in their sam- 
pans or swimming ashore to the oppo- 
site side of the creek, and gradually, as 
the landing party took possession of the 
junks along the shore, and by means of 
boats began to board those which were 
anchored out in the creek, the pirates 
gave up, and even from the vessels lying 
furthest out, the crews slipped over the 
sides, and disappeared with or without 
the assistance of sampans. 

A number of pirates were made pris- 
oners, but heing mostly wounded and in 
need of medical attendance, they were 
allowed to escape. The junks were all 
burned, notwithstanding some of them 
contained valuable cargo. It is thought

SCARCITY OF MONEY IN THE SOUTH. 
All accounts from the Southern States 
and cities agree in representing that there 
is,in the whole of that region, a great 
scarcity of money. Last autumn the 
South was sending forward a large stock 
of cotton and a considerable quantity of 
tobacco, for which high prices were real- 
ized. This sum of ready money was in 
part converted into goods and merchan- 
dise, for a supply of which the South was 
suffering inconvenience, and little was 
left for the purpose of repairing the dam- 
age sustained by plantations, railroads, 
dwellings, and machinery. ‘To put plan- 
tations in order for cultivation, to pay 
wages, to purchase subsistence and cloth- 
ing for laborers, required a large sum of 
money, which could not be obtained from 
any source. Some capital was advanced 


by Northern men in aid of the cotton | 


culture, but not enough to bring under 


cultivation even a tithe of the most pro- | 


ductive lands. Even of the Sea Island 
plantations only a small number have 
been worked at all. The prospect is not 
very good for the next year. This is the 
month when arrangements should be 
made preparatory to the cotton, rice, and 
sugar culture for the next season. But 
no funds come to the aid of the undertak- 
ing from the Northern States nor from 
Europe. One reason is, that the North- 
ern speculatars are disappointed in the 
results of the present season. The cot- 
ton tax, capricious labor, and bad seasons 
have discouraged them. Some of them 
are influenced also by the representations 
of the political and personal unfriendli- 
ness of a portion of the native white pop- 
ulation.— National Intelligencer.

At last Italy has received back her 
Venice. Austria, so long powerful and 
oppressive, has at length released her 
grasp, compelled to do so by the victo- 
ries of Prussia, and the silent will of 
Napoleon; and the King of Italy has} 
entered the city in triumph. No more 
joyous hour has Venice witnessed for 
many a year than on this occasion, and 
the magnificent pageant will long be re- 
membered. The whole civilized world 
feels a thrill of pleasure at the restora- 
tion of Venice to Italian hands, Byron 
has well expressed the sympathy widely 
Yelt in all generous hearts in her enslave- | 
ment by Austria, and some gifted bard | 
should now sing the glory of her libera- 
tion. 


The proud and ferocious Attila, when | 


he invaded Italy, caused the Venetians 
to flee from the fallen cities of the conti- 
nent, to seek an obscure shelter in the 


chain of islands that line the extremity | 


of the Adriatic Gulf. Until the middle 
of the fifth century these remote and se- 
questered spots remained without culti- 
vation, with few inhabitants, and almost 
without a name, but the fugitives carried 
their arts and government into these 
waste and watery places, and gradually 
coalesced into a republic, and with the 
sea for their patrimony, became famous 
for commerce and manufactures, man- 
ners and festivities, wealth and indepen- 
dence. The annual marriage ceremony 
of Venice with the Adriatic, so long cel- 
ebrated with pomp and festivity, was a 
testimony that her prosperity was at- 
tributed to her junction with the sea. 
When Shakespeare was looking around 
for a commercial anu ancient city as a 
place to losate his story, he selected 
Venice, and at the commencement of his 
play, Antonio is addressed: 
“Your mind is tossing on the ocean; 

There, where your argosies with portly sail,— 

¥.ike signiors and rich burghers on the flood, 

Or, as it were the pageants of the sea, 

Do overpeer the petty traffickers 

That curt’sy to thein, to do them reverence, 

As they fly by them with their woven wings.” 

Chicago, a large commercial city on 
lake Michigan, emerging from low marsh- 
es, may illustrate the feasibility of the 
enterprise that created Venice, Buthow 
long ago was this famous city of the Ad- 
riatic the mart of commerce, the port to 
which adventurous ships were directed: 
“A thousand years their cloudy wings expand 

Around me, and a dying glory smiles 
O’er the far times, when many a subject land 

Looked to the winged Lion’s marble piles, 

Where Venice sate in state, throned on ber hun 

dred isles!” 

By the side of such an antiquity our 
commercial cities, New Orleans, New 
York, and Boston, are but of yesterday. 
And when freedom was unknown in al- 
most all the earth, the republic of Venice 
made her flag respected on every sea 
then visited by her vessels. 

What is to follow the restoration of 
Venice to Italian rule, we are not able to 
say as yet, but we may hope for a new 
epirit of enterprise. This city will not, 
of course, regain her once proud pre-em- 
inence in all the earth, for other cities in 
new empires like our own, lave started 
into being, and are engrossing much 
commerce, With the fate of Italy, now 
reassuming an undivided nationality, and 
now rising as on wings of inspiration, to 
soar, we trust, to a lofty height, is bound 
up much of the future destiny of Venice. 
A glorious future is apparently before 
her, All who reverence her fame in| 
story, and all who mourn her sufferings! 
under a foreign and tyrannical rule will be 
glad.to do any thing to revive the former 
prosperity of the place, but the efforts of 
the people themselves must be put forth | 
for.this object, and they will be, and not 
without the most signal success, 

Explorers, like Ruskin, will examine 
with care, and more extensively the rec- | 
ords-which. old walls and edifices have 
preserved of the olden periods, and trav- 
elers inaking the tour of Europe will not 
fail to visit Venice; and the gondoliers | 
who used to sing, in alternate stanzas, 
from Tasso’s Jerusalem, the practice of | 
which died with the city’s independence, | 
will again sing those strains, Ameri-| 
cans will particularly love to visit a spot | 
famed in the history of republics.

A Curious INcIDENT.—The follow- 
ing’eurious and interesting statement is 
from the pen of Rey.

Butitis highly probable that # great 
many of the most ardent advocates of 
negro eqnality are so profoundly igno- 
rant of what they ought to know before 
discussing such a subject that they will 
actually be inquiring “whois King Pep- 
pel?” King Peppel is not. He was. 
But he has fallen. The elettrie wires do 
not tell us whether hé was matdered by 
his nobles who have threatened it for ten 
years past, or whether he died of obesity 
or drunkenness, or any other of the ordi- 
nary vices and diseases of Aftican kings. 
But itis highly probable that there has 
been wailing tn the Bight of Benin, not 
over the dead king, whom every one de- 
tested, but over the other dead who have 
perished in the general tights; horrors 
und massacres. Some readers will re- 
member when Peppel was in England. 
Ile resided there and received attention. 
Civilization tried to win him, but made a 
miserable failure of it, as civilization has 
failed in similiar attempts: He 
went back to Africa and established his 
throne on the mud banks of the river 
Bonny, one of the montlis of the Niger. 
His palace consisted of three huts, on the 
oozing black mud of the shore, redolent 
The latest account we have 
of him from a visitor describes him as ee- 
pecially addicted to dog-stews, the ani- 
mals being bred expressly for his eating. 
After long residence in England he 
carried back with him, in his yacht, an 
English farmer, a lady’s maid, and some 
other enthusiastic English people who 
went out to serve Peppel in the Gatise of 
civilization, But he had searcely reached 
home when he dropped his English pre- 


his 


judices, and returned, like a hog to the 


mire. We don’t know what betame of 
the deluded people that went but with 
him. One traveler says that “the lady's 
maid made a plant upon Peppel whieh 
provoked the jealousy of the Queen,” 
but whether they devoured her, or what 
was her fate, is not, so fur as we know, 
written, The farmer gave up all idea of 
furming for the king, and the others, who 


had been promised life pensions and 
homes in the royal palace, were put on 
rations of two yams per day per head, 


and that disgusted them with African 
civilization. But the king waxed strong, 
fat. and rich in the African way. He 
became the richest king on the coas 
His income has been estimated at $75, 
000 per annum, He once lost his throne, 
having blown out the brains of one of his 
Wives, and raised a family quarrel thereby 
He regained the nominal sovereignty

Chicago is one of the greatest wonders 
of this wonderful age. Within the mem- 
ory of men still in the prime of life, its 
site was unoceupied save by a fort at the 
mouth of the river, whieh for 
years stood alone on the vast prairie as 
an outpost of civilization. Fort Dea 
born is no more, but in its place, a city, 
inhabited by nearly a quarter of a million 
souls, with buildings rivalling in arehi 
tecture those of Boston or New York, its 
miles of docks lined with shipping, and 
its enterprise as displayed in its public 
works, astonishing the world—has sprung 
into existence.

CHRISTMAS AND NEW YEAR.—Few | 

Atop to contemplate the advantages of 
holidays in mid-winter in the way of! 
recreation to benefit health and good 
spirits. The custom is of great an- 
tiquity, both as respects days of festivity , 
and the giving of presents. There was 
the Saturnalia of Rome, which repre- 
rented the peaceful times of the golden 
age, and abolished for awhile the dis- 
tinction of ranks, the distance between 
servants and free men. Ilow easy to 
transfer this to Christianity, which 
through the coming of the Son of God, 
had introduced the true golden age, 
making all men equal before God. The 
custom of making presents, (the Strenae), 
another festival, passed over to Christ- 
mas, and the festival of infants with 
which the saturnalia concluded, where 
the children were presented with images, 
became in Christian hands the time for 
gifts to children. Another festival still 
more analogous to the Christmas, was 
that of celebrating the shortest day, the 
winter solstice; the birth day of the new 
sun about to return once more towards 
the earth. Christ, the son of the spirit- 
ual world, was compared with that of the 
material. 

Thus Christian influences gradually 
changed the character of these heathen 
festivals, adapting them to the changes 
of religious belief. Whether Christmas, 
which some suppose should have been in 
September, as more nearly corresponding 
with the true time of the Saviour’s birth, 
was altered to meet the period of the 
saturnalia, which had taken fast hold of 
the public mind, is not known, but among 
Christians, the heathen observances were } 
dropped and Christmas, as a day gf) 
solemn joy, took their place at the closing 
of the year, and the New Year’s day be- 
came a common holiday, irrespective of 
any religious observance. 

Passing throngh Washington, Tre- 
mont, and other streets in Boston, the 
placards announcing that Christmas and 
New Year's gifts were on sale, and the 
display of many of them at the shop 
windows, in connection with the news- 
paper advertisements of the same, mani- 
fested that the good old custom of so 
many years was well kept up, and that 
the ingenuity of artizans and the enter- 
prise of shop-keepers in this department, 
was increasing from year to year. 

Who can estimate the amount of happi- 
ness united with these two winter holi- 
days? Over the whole face of society is 
diffused sunshine. The shop-keepers have 
their faces wreathed with smiles, and the 
children anticipating presents are looking 
into all the newspapers for advertise- 
ments of gifts,and gazing into all the 
shop windows, and on the counters and 
shelves, with wonder and delight at the 
great variety of beautiful and tasteful 
toys displayed to attract purchasers. 

New Yerar’s Day yet remains, and 
on that auspicious day a new installment 
of gifts is to be made, to those who have 
already received, and to those who were 
passed by. 

We would urge upon every one, rich 
or poor, to look out for the children; 
whose eager eyes and hoping hearts will 
grow dim and heavy,if no present is 
awarded. It does not need rich and cost- 
ly presents to make childrenhappy. We 
have heard the most joyous shouts in the 
darkness of the early morning, on find- 
ing pop-corn, a few pieces of candy, 
two or three cents, or a five-cent piece, 
and a small picture book, in the stocking:

LETTER FROM BURLINGTON. 


BURLINGTON, MAss., ) 
December 25th, 1866. 5 

To the Evlitor of the Journal: 

This quiet, agricultural hill town is a litth 
moved just now in preparing a New 
Year’s Tree, and filling its branches and 
twigs with presents tor each child con- 
nected with the Congregational Sabbath 
School in this place. In connection there 
will be brief addresses by friends of the 
little ones, and singing by the children, 
While about half of the time will be given 
to social converse. Such a scene is a 
novelty in this town, and is anticipated 
with interest by all classes of our citizens; 
while the children can hardly wait for the 
time to arrive. This religious and social 
re-union will occur on the evening of 
New Year’s, in the Town Ifall, in this 
place. 

The towns of Woburn, Winchester, 
and Burlington, and parts of other towns 
ynce composing Woburn, will be pleased 
to learn that Rey. Father Sewall is writ- 
ing his last chapter of the history of Wo- 
burn, (a work to which he has devoted 
so many years.) and that it will soon go 
to press. It will make an octavo ot 
hout the size of the history of Medford, 
by Rey. Charles Brooks. Such a local 
history will not only be interesting and 
useful to the inhabitants of the towns 
treated of, but to the lovers of history at 
large. It is, also, important to the writ- 
ers and readers of the history of the 
United States 

Father Sewall, as he is often known, is 
now considerably past eighty years; and 
hus preached the gospel for more than 
lifty years, we believe, and yet he js a 
regular attendant upon public worship, 
twice every Sabbath, at the church in this 
town, that he so much loves, and instructs 
a Bible Class in addition. He is often 
present, also, at the Sabbath evening 
prayer meetings. Where is there 
another Congregational minister, with- 
out a pastoral charge, of his age, who is 
equally active, and who makes as good a 
parishoner in the congregation over which 
he was formerly settled? 

It is remarkable to find a town so 
rural, and so purely agricultural as this, 
und within twelve miles of a great city. 
It is composed almost wholly of farms 
farm-buildings, and farmers. ‘There is 
neither lawyer nor physician in town, and 
but few mechanics and manufacturers; 
but of agriculturists there are upwards ol 
one hundred. 

Asatown of hills and vales, it is re- 
markably healthy, hardly requiring the 
attention of physicians. And as the 
people are peaceable, well-disposed farm-

| ers, they have but little oceasion to con- 


sult lawyers, 

The scenery is picturesque, and some- 
times wild. ‘The views from some of the 
hills, otf many neighboring towns,-ol 
Charlestown and Boston,—of Wachuset, 
Monadnock, and of several equally high 
mountains, are rare and tine, And the 
traveller gains these magnificent views 
without either climbing observations or 
hills for the purpose, but while passing 
through the place by the various high- 
ways. ‘There is a lack of pond and watei 
views, but these can readily be obtained 
by artificial means, and no lands¢ ape is
